An  inconsistent  frosh  quintet  completed  an  average  season,  winning  two 
contests  and  losing  four  against  Junior  College  and  commercial  league  opposi- 
tion. Highlight  of  the  year  was  a  35-33  victory  over  the  Pueblo  Junior  College, 
later  crowned  the  Colorado  State  Junior  College  champions.  The  Tigerbabies' 
other  victory  was  over  the  tall  Trinidad  Trojans,  45-33.  In  return  engagements 
each  opponent  avenged  its  previous  defeat.  Two  fast  Pueblo  commercial  league 
teams,  the  Boosters  and  the  C.  F.  and  I.  "Y",  left  the  frosh  flatfooted  on  the 
lengthy  Auditorium  court.  The  team,  coached  by  Dwight  Reid,was  composed  of 
the  following  men:  Milne,  Downey,  Long,  Terry,  Burrell,  Peckham,  Parvin,  Scurr, 
Coppin  and  Hall. 
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Above  is  a  group  of  students  who  brought  Colorado  College  national 
recognition  by  merely  swinging  their  hockey  sticks  so  viciously  that  they  re- 
corded victories  over  many  teams,  among  them  the  University  of  Michigan, 
the  University  of  California,  Colorado  Mines,  Laramie  Legionnaires,  and  the 
Tulsa  All-Stars.  Traveling  to  California  during  Christmas  vacation  they  made 
a  brilliant  showing  on  the  coast  before  being  crippled  by  injuries  and  losing 
to  University  of  Southern  California  5-2.

The  Tigers  played  their 
home  games  at  the  Broad- 
moor Ice  Palace  and  at- 
tracted record  attendance. 
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For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Colorado  College,  an  athletic  contest  was 
held  with  Yale  University.  The  Blue  Hockey  Team  came  to  Colorado  just  be- 
fore Christmas  and  despite  terrific  opposition  from  the  Tigers  swept  a  two-game 
series  5-1  and  6-5.  Coming  back  crippled  from  their  California  trip  the  Bengals 
fell  wearily  before  the  Illini  pucksters  7-3  and  6-2.  On  January  1 1  they  enter- 
tained the  Univ.  of  Cal.  with  a  split  series,  C.  C.  winning  7-2  and  U.  C.  taking 
the  final  game  5-3.  On  Feb.  1  the  University  of  Southern  Cal.  bowled  thru  the  Ice 
Palace  with  a  4-3  victory  and  repeated  it  the  next  night  6-4.  C.  C.  then  swept  thru 
U.  C.  5-2  and  7-2  in  the  roughest  series  of  the  season  to  restore  their  national 
standing.  The  sextet  of  Tigers  finished  up  the  season  with  3  one-sided  victories; 
over  Mines  15-1,  the  Laramie  Legionnaires  15-0  and  the  Tulsa  All-Stars 
12-1.

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As  went  1940  baseball,  so  went  1940 
track — second  place  in  Rocky  Mountain 
Conference  standing.  More  spectacular 
individually  than  as  a  team,  C.  C.  carried 
its  name  further  than  ever  before.  The 
Boulder  Indoor  Invitational  opened  the  sea- 
son— and  opened  wide:  Billings  took  1st  in 
the  Septathlon  over  favored  Lee  Todd, 
sending  him  to  the  Kansas  U.  Relays  to 
take  4th  in  the  Lawrence  decathlon  event. 
But  Jo  Irish's  whole  sguad  did  not  break 
the  ice  so  guickly;  only  Billings  scored  but 
3rd  in  the  pole  vault  in  the  Colorado  U. 
Relays.  Again  a  varsity  trio  tackled  another 
mission:  the  tough  Beloit  Relays  at  Wiscon- 
sin. Result:  8th  place.  But  then  C.  C.  got 
serious,  pulled  down  two  R.  M.  C.  dual 
meets  in  a  row — one  with  Mines,  followed 
by  New  Mexico.  Meanwhile  the  traditional 
Annual  Relay  Carnival  had  taken  place — 
East  Denver  High  again  capturing  1st  from 
twenty  prep  schools  sending  283  aspirants. 
Came  the  tragic  Greeley  meet — Greeley, 
who  stole  the  baseball  crown,  outpowered 
C.  C.  in  track,  C.  C.  again  taking  second 


place.  The  Rocky  Mountain  Conference 
meet,  C.  C.'s  seasonal  wind-up  at  Mines 
with  Greeley  and  Mines,  retold  a  same 
story:  C.  C.  had  it  all  over  Mines,  but 
Greeley  had  it  over  C.  C. 

Gone  this  year  is  a  star:  Ted  Billings, 
the  blond  boy  who  pole-vaulted,  high- 
jumped  and  hurdled  his  way  to  victory  in 
the  Boulder  Septathlon,  to  4th  place  at  K.  U., 
who  ever  successfully  captained  his  team.
